One of the American refu­ 
gees said the terrorists — near 
naked, w ar painted and num ­ 
bering in the thousands — were 
spreading their gory campaign 
to other provinces. 


Sprunger said he was taken 
prisoner by a gang of about 40 
youths last Tuesday while driv­ 
ing in a scout ca r between two 
mission stations with Canadian 
missionary Loyal Schmidt.

The plan would provide the 
top one or two per cent of the 
school population with

Public Instruction's Bureau of 
Curriculum Development. 


Eligible Pupils 


Eligible pupils will be select­ 
ed as the result of group intel­ 
ligence 
tests, 
evidence 
from 
school records, test scores and 
m arks, and teacher judgement. 
Factors such as social and em o­ 
tional m aturity, ambition 
and 
drive will also be considered.

Sees Earlier Meed For Cark Land 


PARIS (I PI) — France today announced recogni­ 
tion of Communist China in defiance of sharp protests 
by the United States and other allies. 


President Charles de Gaulle’s 
move was expected to touch off 
a chain reaction of recognition) 
of the Peking regim e by other 
countries. 


A terse joint communique re­ 
leased simultaneously in Paris 
and 
Peking said 
France and 
Red C hina would appoint a m ­ 
bassadors within three months. 


F ra n c e’s 
recognition of 
P e­ 
king, 
long predicted, 
was 
in 
line with Dc Gaulle’s program 
to re-fashion his country as a 
world 
power, 
and 
in­ 
crease 
French 
influence 
in 
Southeast Asia where the P a n s 
governm ent has been urging a 
policy of neutralization in such 
trouble spots as Viet Nam. 


French 
government 
sources 
said Dc Gaulle hoped the rec­ 
ognition would bring a massive 
surge in trade between France 
and Red China. 


Reaction Comes Quickly 
Reaction to the French move 
was sharp and swift in sensitive 
areas across the world. 


In 
Taipei, 
official 
sources 
said 
President 
(Jhiang 
Kai - 
slick s Chinese Nationalist re ­ 
gime would break off diplomatic 
relations 
with 
France. 
De 
Gaulle was reported hoping to 
maintain 
F ra n c e’s 
relations 
with the Nationalist government 
despite his recognition of P e ­ 
king. But Chiang opposes any 
“ two Chinas’ 
policy 
and 
still 
hopes to wrest the China m ain­ 
land from the Communists.

F ra n c e’s action an “ unfortunate 
step.” It said the United States 
regrets 
F ra n c e’s

recognize Red China, “ partial- 
lary at a time when the Chinese
